DISTRICT NO. 1.

Every question was readily answered all of which 
had been learned orally. We wish all our teachers were as well 
fitted for their vocation as Miss Shepard.

Very rapid improvement was made, and perfect satisfaction given. 
The citizens of this district take an interest in the school and look after 
their children and see that they are taught as they should be. There 
was fifty visits of parents and citizens. We wish the citizens of other 
districts were as much interested and would see to it that their children 
were carefully instructed, and under circumstances that do not corrupt 
their manners or impair their health.

GENERAL REMARKS. 

The past year our schools have nearly all been under efficient in- 
structors, and a lively interest has been manifested by the citizens in 
a majority of the Districts and the schools have been a decided im- 
provement on those of previous years. We have one fault to find 
that we hope will be remedied in future. Several families have neg- 
lected to send their scholars the required time. One family of three 
scholars of school age, have attended but four weeks each, or sixty 
days for all three, and very irregular at that. Another family of two, 
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attended, each twenty-eight days, and each were absent nine times. 
There were others who attended very irregular but none so bad as 
the two cases mentioned above. There has been considerable im- 
provement in text books, by parents supplying their children with 
the text books in established use, no change having been made by 
the Superintendent. After a careful examination of competing se- 
ries, we consider the books in use in our schools fully up to the times, 
and do not think we can make any improvement by changing any of 
them, with the single exception of arithmetics, the ones we are using 
being too old, the pupil spending time learning many, things from 
them which might be more profitably employed. We return thanks 
to teachers for prompt return of registers, and to citizens for their 
kind support. . 

- Commending the welfare of our schools to our noble band of teach- 
ers, the care of our citizens and the supervision of our successor, we 
remain the public’s obedient servant,
